Spanish Woman 
Exile Talks tQ 
Montrealers 

Gives Outline 
Of Present 
State of Spain 

"If you save democracy, v}hat 
does anything else matter? 
Someone who has lost evety- 
tiiing tells you that wc need not 
/ear, for we are ready to give up 
everything for what is worth 
while." Senora Isabel de Pal- 
encia, distinguished Spaniard-in- 
cxile, brought the audience of 
the Peoples' Forum last night to 
the point where they applauded 
through "tears of sympathy and 
understanding, and hope for the 
future," as Miss Catherine Mac- 
kenzie said after the ^lecture. 
Miss Mackenzie introduced 
Madame do Palencia to the' aud- 
ience. 

Madame de Palencia first outlin. 
ed the political position of Spain 
up to the revolution in 1936. The 
loss of power for the people "had 
been a force In the country" and 
it had made the people realize that 
the arrival of these new methods 
was a means of hiding news from 
the people. The decision was 
made not to have dlstatorships, 
and to overthrow the king at Uie 
head. Every way possible was 
chosen to annoy him, so much so 
that when the elections came out 
on the side of the Republic, the 
whole program had been laid out 
by the leaders, all in prison. 
Flans For A New Spain 

The "urgent reforms" that they 
had planned for were to destroy old 
feudal holdings of land that belong- 
ed to absentee . landlords-^whlcb 
was at first dIUicuIt,- especially 
since the land had been assessed at 
a low evaluation, so that taxes 
would be correspondingly low, and 
then when the time came for selling 
the land, high prices were suddenly 
demanded. This friction was one of 
the things, as Madame de Palencia 
explained, that made Spain what 
she is now. Obligatory conscription 
was then enforced, "to which no one 
objected, as it was explained to be 
for the good of the people." Some 
of the' 800 generals 'and 30,000 of fl- 
eers were retired at higher pay to 
clear the muddle that the army was 
in— and these men were the ones 
who turned to Franco later on. 

The next step was to attempt to 
bring Spain back from illiteracy to 
the point where she was when she 
held the position of being "the 
cradle of culture" with "magnifi- 
cent Hebrew universities in the 
south," and Arab universities in ad- 
dition to the native Spanish* cen- 
tres of learning. At the time of the 
establbhment of the Republic, 62% 
of the people could not read or 
write. In two years, 12,500 schools 
were established, with 28,000 teach- 
ers employed. 

Tht Republic decided that there 
would be no appeal to war to' settle 
international questions. They had 
no more advanced ideas in law or 
reform as the democratic countries, 
but they were called communistic 
by their opposers. At the first of 
the popular elections, no commun- 
ist was elected to the Cortes, and 
by the time the popular ff>ont was 
established, only 15 out of 474 mem- 
bers were communists, , '

Rasstan Lieutenant Guest ' 
Of Honour at Recent Rally 



Pictured at right during a 
one-day, flying, unofficial visit 
to Montreal yesterday, Is the 
famous Russian sniper, Lludmita 
Uayllchenko, who has 306 Nazis 
to her credit. The picture was 
an exclusive photo taken by the 
Daily staff photographer. Miss 
Pavllcbenko, who was commis- 
sioned by the, Russian Army and 
awarded the Order of Lenin, the 
highest decoration her country 
can bestow, was tired after her 
trip through the United States 
and Canada. 

She. with her two colleague 
snipers, Vladimir Pchellntsev, 
. who has 192 dead Nazis out of 
154 bullets to his credit, and 
Nikolai Krasavchenko, leader 
of the Moscow Youth Organl- 
zaUon, were stopping at a down 
town hotel when the Daily 
Photographer snapped her step- 
ping out of the elevator. Miss 
Pavlichenko looked very pretty 
pressed In a raccoon coat and 
brown hat She had a small 
amount of makeup on which 
was very well applied. This last 
is an addition to Miss PavIU 
chenko's outfit since her arrival 



in America two months ago. In 
spite of her prettlness, there 
was a seriousness and deter- 
mination in her face that was 
plainly visible. Her companion, 
Lieut Pchellntsev, is a 23-year- 
old senior officer In the Rus- 
sian Army. Miss Pavlichenko 
Is herself only 20. 

During August dhe was a 
guest at thé White House In 
Washington, «and addressed the 
International Student Assembly 
there. She attended a rally in 
Toronto last month where she 
was awarded a Canadian rifle 
to show the admiration of Can- 
adian soldiers for her gallant 
work in Russia. Lieut Pavli- 
chenko fought in the defense 
of a number of Russian ciUct 
and later she instructed a school 
of Russian snipers. Her stu- 
dents have thus far shot over 
2,500 Nazis and are still going 
strong. 

To look at Miss Pavlichenko. 
one would never know she had 
been wounded four times. When 
asked during her stay in New 
York what it felt like to shoot

Much^nM^been said for and against 
lawyers. In cartoons and popular jokes 
they arc pictured as vultures hanging 
around the fringes of the law waiting to 
prey upon some poor unfortunate who 
needs their assistance. Others have pictur- 
al lawyers as humanitarians, ready to lend 
jiheir help and council to all and sundry — 
ready ever to protect the weak from the 
strong— ready ever to uphold justice. 

Today in countries at war the value of 
a legal training is being shown. ' Lawyers 
l^^ra, entering the government in-' increasing 
^timbers to help prepare and administer 
phe complex rules and regulations needed 
for a total war. Other lawyers are enter- 
ing the armed forces and showing thcm- 
■elves to be well prepared for military 
command. This latter fact was proven 
long by the F.B.L which even in peacetime 
would consider only lawyers and account- 
ants for its staff. 

And yet today when lawyers are prov- 
ing their worth* to their country as never 
before, the enrollment in law schools is 
declining. A recent article shows that the 
registration at the Yale Law' School has 
fallen from 375 to 105; tho Harvard Law 
School which at its peak had 1,500 students 
'/now has 193. Law schools all over the 
f continent are showing the effects of the 
^rain on manpower that is taking place. 
I";, One suggestion that has been put for- 
ward to help law schools is merger. And it 
r " ' has been suggested that the alternative to 
merger is closure. But the McGill Law 
:4V; - School can do neither for it is the only 
{ English law school that teaches French 
Law. And its problem is that now more 
than ever legally trained minds are needed 
to help in the war effort. 
, Lawyërs also have another role in the 
• preservation of democracy. From time 
'^immemorial they have been in. the fofe- 
, front of the fighters for frcedom.j, .Today 
•'ll^^ytliese fighters for liberty arc néèded every- 
l[v^ere,:^whetbcr it be in the armed forces, 
^or it' be in law courts fighting for preserva- 
^tion of justice and for the righting of 
^^^^^''^V^ that have been committed. Légal 
'minds are needed to fight tho tyrants that 
.seek to rule the world, as well as to fighl 
^^f^the tyrants that seek, in their sipall way, 
dominate a few persons, or even one 
{;.4^-!^jpcrson. And lawyers are needed now to 
"il^^jJo-that as much as they were in the days 
•3',-if:;Whèn men were fighting for the liberties, 
Vf' we are seeking , to preserve.

' ^ Homicide in Flatbtuh U not unknown— the 
hallowed sod of Ebbets 'field has been the Val- 
ley of the' Shadow of Death to many an umpire 
—but Mr. Kesselring speaks in terms of mass 
production and large-scale enterprise. In all. 
he chisels twenty-five headstones before the 
final curtibi falls; and yet his script is laden 
with guffaws and belly-laughs which for many 
months have "rolled them In the aisles." 

His fantastic' tale concerns two sweet old 
maids who quietly poison twelve middle-aged 
bachelors to save them from their loneliness:

After speaking to one of . our 
returned harvesters your re- 
porter would like to give you 
as accurately as possible an ac- 
count of his first impressions, 
and a few .of the tales he has 
to tell. Our golden haired boy 
from out of the West was rath- 
er disappointed upon his first 
sight of the fields of sunny - 
wheai In fact he claims that 
it was very weedy and dirty, 
and that there were no rolling 
plains.

"It Is for the shame of the democ- 
racies," she went on to say, "that it 
was theh:' people who took part in 
the Committee ol Non-intervention 
—which Russia belonged to In good 
faith as she said in answer to a 
question afterwards, and which the 
Axis nations broke, in supplying 
men and machines and tools to the 
Falangists. 

As a result of the war, 1,000,000 
were killed; 500,000 are in exile; 
2,000.000 arc in concentraUon 
camps, and 63,000 iiave been, exe- 
cuted there since the war began. 
The misery of the country ia such 
that men have knelt down on the 
ground to lick up stigar and <and 
together. 

Faith in Future 

"We. owe it to Madrid, London 
and Stalingrad," Madame de Pal- 
encia claimed, "to show us what we 
are fighting for— liberty." But there 
are two ideologies in this war, as 
in the wars of the Reformation, and 
the fifth column has bred in our 
souls such distrust that it will make 
reconciliation difficult" 

"Spain has never been so strong 
as it Is today. People will sabotage 
every Dcwsibllity of success, even 
though weakened by lack of food, 
and though some are in exile: some 
fighting for the Allies, and always 
In the place of danger. But Mex- 
Ica, where my home is now, has 
opened Its doors to the people; 
though sometimes we may be in 
cllned to feel desperate, we ahould 
dig deep down into oiir. hearts to 
build up the bsrrlcades. of demO' 
cracy;'and bring out'of it the faith 
we need . We used to apologize 
for democracy . . . but I have ab 
solute conviction that we are going 
to have a better world that must 
be defended against outsiders and 
the fear in our lives of losing, that 
is used; by the enemies Inside the 
gates."

POST-WAR PROBLEMS 



Many when they read this title 
will no doiibt b« disgusted; ' ''Why 
worry about poat-war : reconstruc- 
tion now?" they will exclaim. "We 
have plenty to worry about In win- 
ning the war." True enough. We 
still have a colossal' task, to accom- 
pllah before we win this war. And It 
is a task «»V we nuiit' BUS^^ 



complete if we are to have the 
right to even plan for the future. 
Tfet it wiU be of no ivall to win the 
war if we are not prepared to make 
full use of iiiie|péâee. And if we 
are to take advaintage of the oppor- 
tunities that the peace, assuming 
Allied victory, will bring us, we 
must 1>egln to think about what we 
are going to do now. 

After all, when a group of na 
tions win a war what have they 
really gained?.ln the past, the victor 
nation "probably increased its 
wealth. This is scarcely true today, 
This year war is consuming about 
60 per cent of the total produce of 
the earth's surface. Further, In 
great areas tremendous stocka of 
capital wealth are being destroyed 
Again huge quantities of capital 
have been diverted to the develop- 
ment of war industries, the plants 
of which will lose most of their 
value the moment peace arises. The 
more securely we establish peace, 
the leu valuable the war plans will 
be.' Thus the sum total of the de 
structlon and waste of wealth, in 
this war will be such that even 
though one side annex all the 
earth's surface, it will not be as 
wealthy as It would have been 
without fighting the war, for at 
least ten years. ' 

What then, will -we have gabted 
when we win this war* We will 
have> gained the right and privHege 
of doing our share in makhig this 
earth a better place to live. As 
Canadians we will not have this 
privilege alone. We wUl share It 
with all the peoples that are allied 
to us. These peoples are of many 
nationalities and belong to all the 
major races. Our share in itVill be 
naturally small but the privilege 
won will itself be so grand that even 
the amnllest share of it is well worth 
fighting for. 

Let us survey the origins of this 
war for a-moment U we doubt that 
We have Germany, Italy and Japan 
each seeking to Impose Its way of 
life , on 'more .and more^ territory. 
But we did' not like their ;way of 
Ufe. At first we tolerated lis Exist- 
ence, for we believe that other 
peoples have a right to live as they 
choose. But these nations started to 
use force to spread their way of life. 
Certain' dominating groups in them 
stood to gain thereby, and. In, the 
o>vn ends, apparent*. 




ly became utterly Indifferent as to 
what they did to others. When it 
was almost too late, we realized that 
unless we answered their force with 
force, these nations would soon 
dominate the world.^and that the 
ruthless elements that ruled them 
would b« dictating their way of life 
to us. TUs possibility we would not 
tolerate, but we had only one re- 
course to escape it— dreaded war. 
We took that recourse, and today 
have high hopes of ulUmale victory. 

So we are' fighting to determine 
whether Hitler, Mussolini and Tojo 
altogether wlth,ithe;prlnciples they 
atand for'shallTdominate the world, 
or Roosevelt Churchill, Stalin *nd 
(aiang-Kal-Shck together with the 
principles they stand for. Now, If 
we would cast off our parochall and 
nationalistic attitudes and view the 
situation purely as citizens of the 
world', we would see that from a 
moral viewpoint that side would 
deserve to win whose principles 
were moat In harmony with the 
welfare of humanity. There can bo 
little doubt that the scales would 
-weight in our favor. Yet the rea- 
son for tills lies in the evil of our 
enemies' cause rather than the vir- 
tue of our own. But be that as it 
may, it remains that with good rea 
son we are convinced that the 
world we will model upon victory 
will be much superior to that 
which our enemy would model If 
he . won. . In the rightness of this 
conviction from the viewpoint of 
humanity as a whole lies our sole 
Justification for slaughtering thou- 
sands of men on the battlefield. 

Our conduct after armistice is 
signed wHl be the . proof of the 
value to humanlty'of the virtue of 
the principles we are fighting for. 
If it is such as to make this world 
really a better place to live in, wo 
shall have Justified the suffering 
caused by our fight But if we for- 
get our ideals, as we did after No- 
vember 11, 1918.|mdjUde^back into 
paths of !ndiffer^ee^'^''narrow na- 
tionalism and selfish individualism, 
then we will only have proven 
ourselves unworthy of victory. To 
prevent this we should now be de- 
veloping our concepts of the world 
we want to build after the war. 

In succeeding articles of this 
series I intend to suggest principles 
on which the New World should bo 
built Necessarily they will be gen- 
eral and probably vague. It is my 
sincere hope that the Ideas I ex- 
press will meet with ample critic- 
ism and that such criticism will find 
expression in the columns of The 
Gateway. For it is my prime wish 
to provoke thought on the poet-war 
world.
